h  r1  bought  my  1963  Falcon  Deluxe  four 
door  wagon  near  Sacramento  in  2006 
cLL  for  $2,500.  It  was  in  terrible  shape, 
but  I  felt  with  its  289/  C4,  installed  by  a 
previous  owner,  it  had  great  potential. 

A  lot  of  the  basic  work  I  did  myself — 
getting  doors  and  windows  to  work, 
replacing  hoses,  fuel  pump,  etc.  I  also 
paid  to  have  other  work  installed — five- 
bolt  hubs  from  a  Grenada,  nine  inch  rear 
end,  salvaged  re-machined  driveshaft, 
Flowmaster  muffler.  The  car  must  have 
been  parked  a  long  time  under  pine  trees, 
because  I  had  to  clean  pine  needles  out 
of  everywhere,  including  the  heater.

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Arriving  home  in  Paris  with  two  suitcases  My  friend  Catherine  made  me  new  front  seat 
of  auto  parts  for  my  self  and  friends  in  2009.  upholstery  based  on  a  Mexican  blanket. 


What  a  nice  place  to  change  aflat— 
on  US  6  in  Nevada. 


There  were  so  many  pine  needles  inside  the  tailgate 
that  the  window  didn't  crank  down.  The  company  I 
had  clean  and  seal  the  gas  tank  said  it  was  the  dirtiest 
they  had  ever  seen.  There  were  even  pine  needles  in 
there  as  well. 

With  the  car  running  a  bit  better,  I  drove 
across  the  country  from  California  to  New  York 
in  two  weeks  of  summer  2007  while  touring  with 
my  rockabilly  band,  the  Four  Slicks.  We  only 
encountered  minor  problems  on  the  trip,  having  to 
replace  the  generator  and  regulator.  After  the  trip  I 
shipped  the  car  in  a  container  to  France,  where  I  live. 

For  11  years  I  worked  on  the  car,  with  the  help  of 
my  friends.  A 
big  thank-you  to 
them  as  I  could 
never  have 
made  it  without 
their  help!  My 
main  objective 
was  to  improve 
reliability, 
although  I  did 
have  a  friend 
redo  the  front 

seat  upholstery  using  a  Mexican  blanket.  The  major 
work  and  additions  included: 

•  Edelbrock  E-Street  aluminum  heads,  new 
valves,  mild  cam,  which  made  a  big  difference 
in  performance 

•  timing  chain  and  gears 

•  Pertronix  Ignitor  and  coil,  new  ignition  wires 

•  brake  pads,  wheel  cylinders,  lines 

•  new  radiator,  flexible  fan,  high-volume 
water  pump 

•  rusted  metal  removed  on  roof,  sealed  it  with 
filler,  replaced  entire  floor,  replaced  door  seals. 


Parts  for  American  cars  are  very  difficult  to  find  and 
expensive  in  Europe,  so  each  time  I  went  to  the  U.S.  to  visit 
my  family,  I'd  come  back  with  one  or  two  suitcases  of  parts 
for  myself  and  my  friends.  Unfortunately,  this  guaranteed 
the  TSA  would  open  and  inspect  my  luggage. 

In  May  2017, 1  shipped  the  car  back  to  New  York.  This 
time  to  save  money,  I  shipped  it  by  RORO  (roll-on-roll-off) 
instead  of  sending  it  by  container. 

In  June  2017, 1  arrived  in  the  U.S.  with  my  girlfriend 
Poupee.  We  drove  from  Brooklyn,  New  York  to  Sacramento, 
California  over  one  month,  clocking  5,612  miles.  We  passed 
through  Cleveland,  Detroit,  Memphis,  New  Orleans,  Dallas, 
Oklahoma  City;  traveled  Route  66  and  40  to  Kingman;  made 

it  to  Las  Vegas  via  95, 
then  6  and  120  to  Lee 
Vining,  Yosemite  to 
Sacramento  via  the 
Priest  Grade.  We  made 
it,  just  in  time  for  the 
FCA  Nationals!  We  ran 
75  to  80  mph  all  the 
time  on  the  freeways. 
Note:  Poupee  drives 
faster  than  I  do.

Highway  gas  mileage  was  about  15  mpg.  The  car 
proved  its  reliability,  with  one  flat  tire  and  one  jump 
start  due  to  a  low  battery.  The  flat  tire  was  on  US  6 
after  running  at  high  speed  in  desert  heat  all  day.  Next 
time  I  will  buy  tires  with  an  "A"  heat  rating  instead 
of  ones  with  a  "B"  rating.  The  jump  start  was  on 
120  in  Yosemite  the  next  day,  after  running  with  the 
headlights  on  all  day.  The  engine  stopped  going  up  a 
grade.  After  a  little  thinking,  I  realized  that  the  battery 
was  dead  and  got  a  jump  from  a  passing  car,  then  ran 
without  headlights.  I  plan  to  improve  the  charging 
system,  possibly  changing  to  an  alternator.  After  those 
minor  issues,  we  had  no  other  problems. 

Big  props  to  all  the  other  FCA  members  who  drove 
long  distances  to  get  to  the  Nationals!  Keep  up  the 
good  work! 

The  car  used  about  one  quart  of  oil  each  1,000 
miles.  It  used  a  total  of  one  quart  of  coolant,  proof  that

all  the  metal  bits  that  had  been  clogging  the  top  of  the 
radiator  tubes.  After  doing  this  for  a  while  in  France,  I 
stopped  collecting  new  bits.  Note:  Don't  forget  to  put 
the  spring  in  the  lower  radiator  hose!  I  wish  I  had  a 
four-row  radiator  instead  of  three,  but  since  this  one 
stood  up  to  traffic  jams  in  the  Arizona  desert,  I  guess 
it's  OK. 

Starting  on  the  East  Coast,  I  used  93  octane  gas  all 
the  time  and  the  car  loved  it.  As  the  trip  continued,  I 
could  no  longer  find  the  93  and  had  to  run  with  91. 

During  the  trip,  I  did  an  oil  change  in  a  parking  lot 
— no  spills,  of  course — and  went  to  an  old-school  shop 
in  Detroit  that  changed  the  transmission  fluid  with 
Wolfs  Head  synthetic,  gasket  and  filter.
